He 
must be a weak man, who would dic from a visita- 
tion of that kind. Of all evils that ever befel an 
American statesman, that of being censured by the 
Senate, is among the smallest of the small. Many a 
man has experienced it—we have yet to lenrn the name 
of the truly unfortunate wight who suffered from it 
‘The Senate once censured Mr Vax Bonen, in the se- 
vorgst manner that it could signify its displeasure— 
‘The people made Mr Vax Bones, fa” the frit ploct 
Vice President, and then President of the United States. 
‘The Senate once declared that AnpaEW Jackson had 
| not only failed in performing his duty, but that he had 
violated the constitution. That patriot, statesman, and 
soldier, not only survived the shock, and retained 
undiminished the affections of the people; but there is 
not a sane man in the country, who does not now re- 
that censure as a proof of senatorial imbecility and 
impotence, rather than of Executive usurpation. We 
might mention other instances, but those named are 
sufficient, especially as they bear pointedly, on account 
of the objects of censure having occupied the highest 
places in the country, on the question under considera- 
tion. Mr Poux may rest asstred, that the Senate has 
as little power to injure him, ns it bad in former days to 
injure Jackzow and Vax Burex. We much. mistake 
the man, if time and events do not show, that he pre- 
fers senatorial censure with the people’s approval, to 
senatorial approval coupled with popular censure. 
We ure also to view this matter with reference to 
its effect on our foreign relations. What assarance 
have we, that England will settle on the 49th parallel, 
even if our government shall prove so recreant to its 
duty, to its pledges, and to the future glory and inter- 
ests of the republic, as to give it to be understood that 
it needs only to be pressed by a factious Legislature, to 
abandon the ground which itassumed on the firat day of 
its existence, and assumed it because it was one of the 
issues in that contest, the result of which gave it ex- 
istence? England reverses, in her conduct, that max- 
im by which the Romans claimed to govern their ac- 
tion. She tramples on the weak, and spares the proud. 
When did she ever give up any thing to a timid antag- 
onist 7 and what greater proof of timidity can a nation 
give, than to permit its policy to be changed by the 
conduct of a few calculating politicians? Our opinion 
is, that if we have to fight on this Oregon question, it will 
be because England will be encouraged by our irresulu- 
tion to ask more than she would, had we maintained a bold 
front; to ask more than we can grant---more than any 
administration dare grant; ond thus we shall be driven 
into a war in support of rights that we had offered to eban- 
don, and without that moral weight which arises from the 
practice of firmand energetic stutermanskip. But even 
if England should offer, and we should accept, the 49th 
parallel, infinite mischief will be done. No matter what 
may be our motives, —be they high or low, lofty or 
degrading —the world will attribute our previous lan- 
guage to boasting cowardice, and our final action to 
toa fear that was ashamed of no disgrace. Nations, 
like the mass of individuals which give them formation, 
judge by resolts, and do not go deeply inte an exami- 
nation of those details, by an acquaintance with which 
alone, can the exuct trath be ascertained. Friendly 
powers will be discouraged, and adverse powers be en- 
couraged to bear bard upon us. To show the white 
feather now, isliterally asking of every envious nationin 
Europe, to jnterfere in our concerns, to contend against 
our progress. Welshall have the balance-of-power theo- 
ry reduced to practice, on this continent, with a ven- 
geance. Never shall we be sllowed to make another 
step towards territorial acquisition, without having all 
the wasps and hornets of Europe about our ears, even 
if we escape from calls to retara territery which wa 
already have. A sagacious writer says, the only way 
to maintain liberty, is to increase it. The only way by 
which we can maintain our territorial acquisitions, is by 
adding to them. This is the principle which England 
acts upon in the East, and she never will go to war to 
prevent us from imitating it on the western continent, 
if we are true to ourselves. 
All that is necessary to bring the Oregon dispute ton 
settlement honorable to us, is firmness of the part of 
the men to whom the people of the United States have 
entrusted their honor. If England wished for war, 
she would not have waited for the rise of the question 
now usder discussion. Sho would have planged into 
it, when the north-eastern boundary difficulties wore eo 
gloomy an aspect ; or, she wonld have thrown her 
fleets and armics into the Mexican scale, when tho 
scheme of annexing Texas was propased.

The Bank lazzaroni bave so vauntingly 
sounded the praises of ‘home currency,” 
that many credulous persons exercised sufficient 
‘generous confidence’ to,petieye tbat an entire 
new chapter in banking was actually t be 
opened. They will, we think, if they place 
themselves within the clutches of the monster.

of day. The principal difference between the 
old system and the new, is that the latter has

The 
desired funds were finally obtained through the 
usual shaving process.

‘All who will support it now, are DEMo-

Any discussion, therefore, or reference to the 
difference of opinion heretofore entertained by 
democrats, in reference to the details of bank 
relorm, is not only improper, and in most in- 
stances unjust, but is, of necessity, prejudicial 
toa fair presentation of the main question, and & 
consequent fair and just vote thereon. 

And, asthe delegates to the 8th of January 
convention, have decided the motion for the 
‘previous question,’—whether wisely or not, I 
will not now stop to inquire,—and have ordered 
that a vote be now taken on the merits of the 
‘main question,’ it becomes every man who has 
aregard for democratic principles, to divest the 
subject of all extraneous ‘amendments,’ ‘rides,’ 
or ‘postponuments,’ and prepare his mind to cast 
a vote in full view of the naked question isself.

The State Journal, 
otherwise the Idiof’s Gazette, of last evening, 
treats us to a moat beautiful specimen of ils 
manner of handling grave questions. Ltsarticle 
opens with a paragraph of the afler dinner belch- 
ings forth of the state pauper, whose services 
as editor are remunerated by drafts on the treas- 
ury of the most highly-taxed and plundered 
people in the Union, the farmers, and laborers, 
and mechanics of Ohio, The scourged cur, 
whose name ie but a synonyme for every thing 
that is base and cowardly, and who bangs on to 
his party, quite ss mach to its detriment, as the 
Old Man of the Sea sat upon the shoulders of 
Sinbad, to be gotten rid of in the same way, and 
when in the same condifion, with that greatest 
of bores; this thoroughly whipped dog, we say, 
abuses us in astyle that he has inherited from his 
progenitors, the nobility of Algatia and the Cour 
dex Miracles. No one can compete with him in 
an affair of the kind, especially if bis ropy brain 
happens to be in that excited state, which can 
be his only excuse for an indulgence in exhibi- 
tions that would cause rational beings to blush, 
but which canot be supposed to have any ef- 
fect upon him, except to increase his powers of 
evil, and bis ability to exhibit himself in his pro- 
per character—titat of a low-lived and thorough 
villain. 

The ‘head and front of our offending,’ is to be 
found im tie Position Ken by us Ta our paper 
of Wednesday, on the new aspect of the Ore- 
gon question, namely, that the President will not 
be constitutionally bound to treat with Great 
Britain on the 49th parallel, should Congress, 
either directly or indirectly, recommend such a 
proceeding. That the Journal should not agree 
with us in opinion, is very nataral, ae it is well 
known that, being the subservient tool of the 
eastern aristocracy, it is opposed toour claim, 
and the friend of that of Great Britain. As Ju- 
dss and Arnold io weachery, 80 the con- 
ductors of the State Journal to the same crime

saying that nothing that we can say, can be of 
any consequence, it devotes a column of re- 
marks to what we did say! s fact which shows 
the danger of writing in a double-sighted con- 
dition, and when the mind (?) of the writer is so 
affected, that it forgets a thought (?) before it is 
matured, and commences the developement of 
another, sure to copflict with its predecessor. 
The whole article ia a tissue of misrepreeen- 
tations of what we did say,from beginning to 
end, in the manner that tbe rascally sheet in 
which it appears, ever adopts towards oppo- 
nents, its infsmous conductors being conscious 
of no other power, 

The notions of the Journal on the character 
of the office of President, wre all founded upon 
English ideas. It confounds the President of 
the United States, who is chosen every four 
years, and who.can be impeached and punished 
by Congress, with the immoveable executive 
of England, who, by » legal fiction, can do no 
wrong, and who is answerable 10 none, except 
through the prevalence of revolutionary doc- 
frinesand the triumph of revolutionary princi- 
ples. Here is a teacher of the rations for you! 
aman who cets himself upto write on consti- 
tutional law, and is ignorant of the great cerdi- 
nal distinction between the two principal na- 
tions on earth which have free governments !— 
The sovereign of England has other modes of 
carrying any point desired by him, than the use 
of the velo power; and be or she is, as is well 
known by all save such ignorant, puppies as 
write for the State Joy hea 

tocrnay, the Tul 
the time of the Revolution until the passge of the 
Reform Bill, the government of England was 
monopolized by the aristocracy. The passage of 
the Reform Bill, widened the base upon which 
the government reposed, but did not destroy 
the principle by which it isanimased. To make 
a comparison between the Executive of this 
country and that of England, evinces a stolidi- 
ty on the part of the person making it, suscep- 
tible of removal only by a miracle,—an ignorance 
so dense, that only the application of the birch, 
a posteriori, can dispel it, Even this argument 
might be lost on the editors of the State Journal, 
who, from repeated floggings, received some- 
times at the hands of foes, aud other times at 
those of friends, have become callous to what 
has been, however, recommended by high 
authority as the choicest prescription for the 
fool's baelc. 

Here is a specimen of the manner in which 
the Journal treats our article, and equally s 
specimen of its conductors’ luminous ideas of 
constitutional law—enumerating truisms in the 
tone approprite (o the enunciation of great ideas: 


“We had supposed that the Executive was only indo- 
pendent in reference to his salary,and that the veto pow- 
er was exhausted, when foo thirds of “both branches” of 
Congress ret their seal toa measure! We hed supposed 
that the power to deciare war and to make pence, be- 
longed to Congress alone ; and that even the treaty mak- 
ing power of the President was inoperative, unless ap- 
proved by two-thirds of the Senate." 


No one, that we are aware, has ever denied 
that when congress has passed a law by a vote 
of two-thirds of both branches, it is beyond the 
reach of executive interference. But in treaty- 
making, Congress does not take the initiative. 
What we contended for, was, that if England 
should offer to the President to negotiate for the 
settlement of the Oregon dispute, om any terms 
disregarding our ‘clear and unquestionable’ right, 
he should not heed it, though Congress should 
in every way express its approbation of the terms 
proposed. The President is not responsible to 
Congress. He is responsible to the people— 
We, expressing what we know to be the feelings 
and opinions of the democracy of this state, 
would haye.the Presidentiake an appeal to the 
people, his constiriénts, as Awpnew Jacxson 
did before him, on a great occasion. 

The Journal further saye:— 


* And more: thaf any altempt (o set at nm 
the plain provisions of the American Magna Charta, on 
the part of the President, would subject him to impeach- 
ment and ejectment, at the hands of this impatent Con- 
gressional power. Noto, ler, reasons the ranting 
“progressive” of the Sustesman. He makes the President 
amenable to and would have him take an appeal to an- 
other tribunal. He would have the President armgate 
to himself the title of * Representative of the People,” and 
under the pretence of carrying out their will, rob them of 
their rights and insali their immediate servants!" 


‘The assertion that the President would be im- 
peached for refusing to entertain a proposition 
to negotiate with s foreign power, because the 
majority of Congress were known or supposed 
to be in favor of its provisions, ie quite as un- 
founded, as the comparison of the constitution 
to Magna Charts, is ridiculous. Did the Jour- 
nal never hear of a treaty being refused refer- 
ence to the Senate, by the President of the 
United States! and ifithas, did it ever hear 
that the President thus refusing, was supposed 
to have transconded his constitutional powers! 
The indirect assertion contained in the two con- 
cluding sentences of thé last extract from the 
Journal, to the effect that the President is ame- 
nable to Congress, is another specimen of the 
childish ignorance of the imbecile conductors of 
that vapid and lying sheet. That the President 
is the Representative of the People, in the {ast 
resort, is the doctrine of the democracy, and that 
which, more than all other things, distinguishes

It seemed the settled policy of the federal ma- 
jority, in the last Legislature, 10 extend ex- 
clusive favors to the banks, in proportion to the 
increase of onerous taxes upon the people.— 
While petitions fromthe people for legislative 
enactments, were approached with doubt and 
misgiving, and either granted with cautious re- 
strictions, or denied altogether, a8 was Some- 
times the case, in uttor disregard of every prin- 
ciple of right and justice, these same men were 
at alltimes ready to grant to the distonest shin- 
plaster manufacturers, any and every favor de- 
manded. Knowing that their salaried agents 
in the Legislature exerted an influence that 
could frown down all opposition, sll the artful 
schemes which human ingenuity could devise, 
were put in requisition by the bankers, to se- 
cure unequal and unheard of distinctions. The 
more absurd the demand, with the greater avidi- 
ty did it seem to be granted; the majority neither 
stopping toinvestigate, nor brooking any investi- 
gation, when it could be avoided, on the part of 
the democrats,—refusing to print the amend- 
ments tacked on by Kelley, Coombs, and the oth- 
er bank hirelings, and putting them through, in 
many cases, under the previous question. 

Not the least prominent among the iniquities 
of the late Legislature, was the passage of the 
law extending the banking powers of the Ohio 
Life and Trust Company, ond the Lafayette 
Bank of Cincinna i, The Life and Trust Com- 
pany has been knocking at the door of the 
Legislature at almost every seasiun since it 
was created, for some special enactment in its 
favor, in addition te the ample powers vested 
in it by virtue of its charter: The powers of this 
overgrown concern, as. begk of circula- 
tion, had expired by limitation; but ine profits as 
a bank of discount and deposite remained un- 
diminished, until it had gained power and 
amassed wealth to an extent unparalleled in the 
history of any banking institution since the days 
of the corrupt Biddle and his monster Bank. Its 
charter being perpetual, it became the nucleus 
around which gathered the whole swarm of 
Shylocks and sharpers of both the east and the 
west. Sustaining, upon one side, that roiten 
concern, the State Bank of Indiana, and upon 
the other, the stock-jobbing knaves of Wall 
street, whe poured into hur lap a stipulated 
proportion of their ill-gotten gains, she rioted 
in her own power to rule. The General 
Banking Law of Inst winter, by which bavk 
capita! is exempted from taxation, opened the 
eyes of this monster to the beauties of a system, 
promising, a# it did, advantages which even 
she, with all her grasping cupidity, never 
dreamed of demanding. Without offering to 
eurrender an iota of the enormous powers al- 
teady possessed, she accordingly made applica- 
tion, at an early day of the last session, for the 
additional privileges conferred by thar law. In

Neither House of Congress was in session 
to-day; and yesterday, the Houge of Reprenen- 
tatives was engaged, all day, on private busi- 
ness, of no pariicglar interest to those not im- 
mediately concerned, consequently, in my com-~ 
munication, of today, I shall not be much in- 


debted to details of he proceedings of Congress, 


as furnishing me materials with which to fill out 
my usual space. But, although, for the last two 
days, there has been no daily session, and, of 
course, no daily routine of business to engage the 
attention of the curious public, yet the debate 
in the Senate on Thureday has furnished quite 


sufficient food for speculation and reflection, to 


all who feel an interest in political matters, I 
allude, of course, to the speech of Mr Haywood, 
and to the incidental debate which grew out of 
it, He undoubtedly took a majority of the Sen- 


ate by surprise; and as the debate is to be con- 


tinued on Monday, it will be seen whether itis 
to be conducted inthe same spirt in which it 
was euspended by the adjournment on Thurs- 
day. If it is, you may be again surprised by 


still farther developements. At present,I feel 


disposed to let the whole matter rest as it does; 
trusting, thatin the course of the session, mat- 
ters in both Houses of Congress, may come 
round again, to near where they were, when 
the session commenced; unless they do,1 can 
assure you, there will have passed a barren ses- 
sion indeed, The conversation in the city, on 
the doings of Thursday, has not yet subsided; 
and before new topics of asimilar kind for specu- 
lation are afforded, I trust, that those more im- 
mediately concerned, will reconsider their posi- 
tion; and for the time being, at least, make no 
more advances, fn the ditection which is afford- 
ing our opponents so much undisguised satis- 
faction. 

You will have marked the situation of the 
Oregon notice question ix the Senate: and, since 
Mr Haywood'sspeech, you can judge quite ac- 
curately, in what form it will probably pass the 
body who are new discussing it, Thatis to say, 
to those who have troubled themselves to keep 
pace with “the yrogress of the question in ile 
Senate, it appea’s reduced almost toa certainty, 
that the notice vill pass, with the qualifications 
proposed by MrColquits’s amendments. I un- 
derstand, that ple-supposing such » contingen- 
cy, the House hus been canvassed, and it has 
been found, thai the Representatives will not 
concurin such amendment. In such a case, 
as it is not to beeapposed that the Senate will 
recede, the notice, and all the other measures, 
directly or indirretly connected with it, must 
fail, and the Gregon men will be under the 
necessity of commencing de novo, st the com- 
mencement of the next session. Our affaira 
here, at present, as connected with this matter, 
are certainly ina strange position. Every one, 
Cofgresemen and all, have imbibed the impres- 
sion that the convoversy is to be compromiced on 
the 49th parallel, witha few make-weights, on 
each side, s0 asto enable the diplomatists to call 
it anew proposition, and by thet means, as is 
supposed, eave the national honor; but no one 
can tell how theimpression was obtained, from 
whence itepruag, or on what it is founded,— 
No significant ficis sre to be traced in connex- 
ion with it; norare any movements in official 
quarters perceptible as leading to such aresull; 
and yet, strange to say, every one believes that 
it will be 20; and the only reason for this belief, 
that I can find, js, that people feel that it will be 
so. Now, should be very reluctant tosay, that 
such willnot be the result; but I will submit it to 
you, whether it is safe for etatesmen to act, or, 
rather, to refrain from scting, from the influence 
of such vyagueand undefined feelings. Legis- 
Jators, should judge from facts, and not from 
impulses or impreesions; and if any facts within 
their knowledge, have transpired, which must 
indubitably lead to the iesue conten:plated, they, 
perhaps, may be Held excusable for their inec- 
tivity, and, from what, under other circumetan- 
ces, will be received asculpable indifference and 
neglect, 

There has been another arrival from Europe, 
bringing some four days later intelligence, than 
arrived by the Cambria. The news, although 
not of a character to arrest popular attention, is 
not without its importance to ua. If the Eng- 
lish press is any indication of the temper of the 
English government, the most we can say of it 
is, that its tone hes lost much of its severity to- 
wards the United States, bat none of its preten- 
sions. The leading articles in several of the 
most prominent London prints, are not as bitter 
and vituperative agsiost ue, as they would have 
been six months ago, in the same papers; bu: 
none of them speak of a division of Oregon 
with us, short of the Columbia river. Another 
fact also deserves atiention. Tho rapacity of 
England inthe east, has drawn wpon her the 
vengeance of some of the eastern powere; and 
by the latest necounts her army had been attacked 
in the Punjaub, by near 60,000 men, aceom- 
panied by a powerful train of artillery, served by 
good artilleriews, many of whom were probably 
Europeans. Itis ptedicted that this will prove 
another Affghanistan affair. This would prove 
an awkward diveision, should England couterm- 
plate a war with us on the Oregon matter.

To the Congress of the United States— 

Waenxas, Pennsylvania, Ohioy and many 
other states, have become largely in debt, by 
making internal improvements; and the paying 
the interest on said debts, imposes hoavy bur- 
dens on the people, which interest is princi- 
pally paid tasuppon bank manopoly; snd, where- 
as, many complaints have been made against 
legislative acts, of incorporating companies, for 
the parpese of loaning paper currency, creating 
an inequality in the means of acquiring wealth, 
by enriching the few with the labor of the 
many. Now, to avoid all cause of com- 
plaint against this inequality of scquiring 
wealth, and to enable the states to pay their 
just debts without imposing any burden oa their 
citizens, by changing the order of banking, by 
paying the interest into the State Treasury to 
pay the state debis contracted for internal im- 
provements, instead of paying it to support 
bankers. Now, to effect so laudable « change, 
we earnestly entreat, that Congress would emit 
$15,000,000 of Treasury Notes, annually, for 
len years, payable ten years after date, with 
one per cent. per annum interest, based on the 
credit of the United States, and made a legal 
tender for the payment of all future contracts, 
and to be equally divided between all the states 
according to their free population; and the Gov- 
ernor of each of the states, on his receiving 
its proportion, shall give his receipt, binding such 
state lo redeem, in specie, all the notes then re- 
ceived, on or before ten years after date; and 
the Governor shall equally divide these notes 
between each Congressional district of bis state, 
where a loan office shall be established, and the 
electors of each district shall annually eleet a 
Cashier and President, who shall sign the noves, 
which shall then be ready to be loaped to the 
people; but until thus signed, they shall not 
pass as money, And any person who shall de- 
posit with the cashier, éither state stock or real 


deposited, (if the money is then on band;) but 
the person that deposits, shall continue to re- 
ceive interest on his state etock, or his rent, or 
the use of his real estate, a8 usual, but to remain 
as alien on bis deposit until his loan is paid, 
with 6 per cent, per annum interest, semi-an- 
nually, in advance. The interest paid for the 
use of this treasury nole currency, would soon 
pay all the state debts, and the expenses of pre- 
psting, loaning, andthe one per cent. interest 
on said notes; and the Dr. forthe use of them, 
would redeem them when due, without impo- 
sing any tex on the people. And your peti- 
tioners would earnestly request, that Congrese 
would give us the credit of the United States, 
to enable us to pay our just debts that we con- 
tracted by making internal improvements ; and 
establish for us one universal currency over the 
Union, based on the credit of the United States; 
and not suffer us to be imposed upon any 
Jonger with near 800 currencies; but exercise 
that eapervision and control over the currency, 
as you now do over the coinage; and your pe- 
titioners pledge themselves that they will not 
abuse the credit of the United States, but that 
the states will redeem the treasury notes at the 
tine they fall due. 

By granting our request, you promote equal- 
ity, and universal brotherhood ; but by rejecting

Yesderday, Mr Dromgoole, from the select 
committee onthe Madison papers, reported & 
bill appropriating twenty-five thousand dollars 
for the purchase from Mrs Madison of the writ- 
ings of her late husband.
